Hie machine tore through rocks and 
brush and finally stopped tangled in a tree.

Mr. Sloan was amazed when informed of 
the wey in which his chauffeur had died.

Mob Gathers to Lynch Slayer of 
Family; Is Outwitted. 


YEAR OLD BABE A VICTIM. 


Quarrel Over Crops Results in Murder | 
on Lonely Hill Road. :

Springfield. Mo. ‘Oct. 14.—[Specia!. ]}—Hous- 
ton, a hamlet in the Ozarks, seventy miles 
east of here, is filled tonight with armed 
mountaineers intent on lynching Jeda Hamil- 
ton, a 20 year old farmer, their former friend, 
who is accused of having murdered, last Fri- 
day morning. Barney Parsons, his wife and 
three children, aged 11, 4, and 1 year. But 
the mob has been balked, for late tonight the 
sheriff spirited Hamilton to a safe place In 
the mountains after he had — it is 
reported. 

The crime was committed at ‘ lonely spot 
on a country road nine miles north-of Hous 
ton. 
Hamilton, was driving away from hie farm, 
when, according to the reported confession, 
Hamilton suddenly stepped from the timber 
and fired on Parsons with a shotgun. Par- 
sons fell to the ground. Hamilton then 
clubbed him several times over the head, it 
is said, with the butt of the gun. He then 
beat the head of the mother almost to e« 
pulp, and, after killing her, clubbed the three 
children to death, the county officers charge. 


Bodies Dumped Into Creek. 

The bodies of all five were then loaded inte 
a wagon, taken to Big Piney creek, about 
one mile distant, and dumped into the creek. 

Parsons and Hamilton had had words over 
the transfer of the crops, but it was thought 
the quarrel had been patched up. 

A party of fishermen from Houston found 
the bodies of two of the children about noon 
yesterday, Justaboveadam. Further search 
brought te Nght the bodies of both parents. 
The body of the baby was discovered today. 

Shortly after news of the finding of the 
bodies had been received in Houston, Hamil- 
ton rode into town on a mule that was recog- 
nized as one that had belonged to Parsons. 
He was arrested at once and locked in jali, 
pending an investigation. 

The news of his arrest spread quickly over 
the country. Shortly armed mountaineers 
began to come into town. A report that 
Hamilton had confessed brought recruits. 
By tonight hundreds of citizens of Texas 
county had assembled in Houston. 


Sheriff Afraid to Move Man. 
The sheriff's first decision was to remove 
Hamilton to some other town for safekeep- 
ing. But the influx of more mountaineers 
and their growing anger caused him to change 
his mind. 
With Houston twenty-five miles from a 


’ | raitroad, he feared he might be intercepted 
’.| if he tried to take Hamilton away. The 
‘| prisoner would have to be taken over hilly 


roads lined with timber, which offered ex- 
cellent opportunities for an ambuscade or 
for a vantage place from which Hamilton 
could be picked off with a squirrel rifle ag he 
was driven along the road. 

Accordingly the sheriff swore in a force of 
deputies, which he stationed around the jail 
with orders to shoot to kill. 

Finally late tonight there came a hull in the 
threata. The sheriff took advantage of it and 
sneaked Hamiltom from Houston to a place 
of refuge in the hills. 

Parsons, who came to Texas county iwe 
years ago from the northern part of the state, 
was always regarded as a quiet, industrious 
farmer, who never had had trouble of any 
sort. Hamilton has been known favorably 
throughout the entire county. ' He has always 
borne the reputation of being a peaceable man 
and has never been known to have been in 
trouble before.

Wild Demonstration of Joy Made 
Over the Winning of World’s 
Pennant by White Sox. 


“What's de matter wid de White Sox?

This triumphant cry, in many variations, 
rang throughout the downtown streets until! 
early thiw morning. It was a giorious vic- 
tory, and was celebrated ¢nthusiastically by 
the stalwart supporters of the American 
league champions and victors in the world’s 
championship series. 

Charley Comiskey. owner of the Sox, was 
joy unrestrained, and in the Pompeian room 
at the Awditerium Annex wire flowed like 
the water in the fountain. Witha roll of bille 
big enough to choke a herd of cattle, and con- 
, sisting of some $2,000 or more, Comiskey an- 
| nounced there would be no sleep for him for 


| the next twenty-four hours. 


“all I can say. boys.” he hesitatingly re- 
marked, when the cries for a speech became 
insistent. “is that I'd rather beaten any 
team on earth than Chance’s. He's got a 
fine lot of fellows, and I wish I could find 
him tonight. for he’s game enough to help 
me celebrate.”’ 

Mr. Comiskey announced that his players 
had won §25,000 on the series, and incidentally 
remarked that, to show them he was a good 
fellow, he’d given Manager Jones $15,000, 
which is to be added to that $25,000, so that 
an additional $40,000 is to be distributed 
among the fortunate White Sox. 


Sox Supporters Jubilate. 

‘A gigantic demonstration was under 
way early in the evening on the south side, 
below Thirty-first street. 

Nearly 2,000 White Sox rooters,; led by Clem 
Keeney and a party of eouth side business 
men, made the rounds of the homes of those 
of the world’s champions who live in thie sec- 
tion of the city.

I thank you and all the other friends 
whose hearty support has been as vital as 
good ball playing.” 


Storm Rohe Next. 

The fans cheered wildly, and “‘ Doc ’’’ White 
suggested that they call on Third Baseman 
George Roheat Hotel Hayden, 152 East Thir- 
ty-sixth street. A stampede was made down 
Thirty-sixth street; and when the Hayden 
Was reached nearly every resident in that 
otherwise quiet neighborhood had joined the 
ranks. They simply would not stir one foot 
until Rohe appeared, which he soon did, at 
the second story window, heralding his ap- 
pearance by tossing out a stuffed white sock, 
fully six feetiniength. The crowd went wild. 
Rohe complimented the management and 
paid a glowing tribute to the fans and fan- 
dom, When last seen the huge “* White 
Sock *’ and a joyous crowd were headed for 
the White city. 

A huge bonfire, started by baseball enthu- 
siasts, blocked the traffic in front of 3554 Cot- 
tage Grove avenue until firemen extinguished 
the blaze. 


Crowd Sees Freak Bettors Hurt. 

After attracting a crowd of more than 1,000 
persons and impeding street car traffic in 
Milwaukee avenue, two men who had made 
a freak wager on the Cubs and two men who 
had been supporters of the White Sox were 
injured severely. The winners were in a 
buggy, which was being drawn by the losers, 
when the buggy wheels dropped into a cable 
slot, throwing the buggy’s occupants to the 
street. 

The Cubs supporters were Thomas Ryan, 
731 West Ohio street, and Benjamin Jacobs, 
298 North May street. The Sox adherents 
were Patrick Ryan and Henry Holland, 406 
West Division street. By the terms of the 
bet the losers were to pull the winners ina 
buggy in Milwaukee avenue from Chicago 
avenue to North avenue and back again, the 
losers to wear neither shoes nor socks. 

As soon as they learned the south side team 
had won the series, Patrick Ryan and Holland 
demanded that the wager be executed.

The conditions also leave Jones free to 
throw left handed hitters out of the game 
and swing in hard hitting right handers in 
two-of the outfielders, without injuring the 
fielding strength of his team much. 


Ordeal for Players. 


As to the influence of the crowds upon the 
teams, it will be great, but neither team will 
feel it as much as the ordinary team would, 
because they have been playing before great 
crowds all year. The crowds may hurt Rohe’'s

Baseball Demonstrators. 


Chance himself was young when the stars 
deserted the National league>to go to the 
American. He knew a lot of basebali, but some 
of the fine points he did not know, nor does 
he know them yet, although he is one of the 
most wonderfu! baseball men who ever lived. 
He has had to think them out. cr learn them 
from bench managers, and there was no dem- 
onstrator on the team except himeeif. Down 
on the south side there are two demonstra- 
tors—Fielder Jones and George Davis. They 
can do the things they tell the youngsters 
to do, and, beyond that there is a man sitting 
behind the screen watching every move who 
knows more baseball than any two men who 
ever played it—Charlee Comiskey. He has 
taught, and inetructed, and illustrated, and 
explained. 

It is wonderful to see Comiskey, Jones, 
Davis, and Isbell take a green player and 
make him wise—and, besides, there is one 
W. Sullivan, who is past master of the art 
of directing the work of ateam. With these 
directing and tutoring a team it is no won- 
der they play more “ inside ball,”’ and score 
more runs on fewer hits and hold their 
opponents down to the smaliest number of 
rune on the greatest number of hits of any 
team in the world. They know baseball. 
They play it, with their brains, with their 
hands and feet as accessories, while on the 
twest side the hands and feet predominate. 


Pride Goes Before Defeat. ' 


Psychologically considered the fact that 
the west siders are such wonderful players 
makes them despise the little points of the 
game at times. And, Pride goeth before a 
lost pennant. ; 

Another point. The Sox have been through 
a terrific grueling fight, and landed win- 
ners. Last fall they landed losers and came 
home heart broken. This fail they won out— 
and are correspondingly elated. The de- 
epair of. last fall has changed to quiet confi- 
éence. They know they are up against a 
terrific game—they realize every handicap, 
and with them forewarned is forearmed. 

Without charging the National leaguers 
with being “ ewelled.’’ the fact remains that 
they nave gust run over every team they 
have met, and been stopped by nothing.

He never hit .300 in his life 
before, and probably never will again. 

Besides that, the White Sox play a game 
that reduces the hitting strength of each man 
at leaet 20 points. 

Those who figuré the Spuds as sluggers 
and the Sox as weaklings are primarily wrong. 


Kling and Sullivan. 


Kling and Sullivan wil! do all the catching, 
unless McFarland is thrown itn to bat for 
Sullivan, as he will be in one game. Kling 
can outhit Sullivan, they are equal in back- 
stopping, and Sullivan has a shade on him 
in throwing.

Chance Better than Donohue. 


Chance is better than Donohue. He out- 
hits and outruns Donohue.

At second Isbell hasa shade on Evers. The 
Spud is faster and younger, but Isbell is an 
old fox, and besides that heisa hitter.

REFORM AND REFO 

The United States has grown a bumper 
crop of reformers in the last quarter cen- 
tury. There is no ill of society, moral 
and material, serious or trivial, for which 
somebody cannot prescribe a sure specific. 
Prof. Brander Matthews makes an inge- 
nious attempt in the North American Re- 
view to classify the genus reformer. For 
all practical purposes it may be divided 
into three species, the fihpractical and 
honest, the impractical and dishonest, and 
the honest and practical. 

To the honest and impractical species 
belong the many good people who regard 
human nature and society as,a kind of 
putty which may be whipped into any 
shape the legislator may wish, and who 
are convinced that the only reason why 
society has not assumed the fair propor- 
tions they desire it to have is that law- 
makers have not been Induced to adopt 
what they deem .the right measures. 
Many good wdmen think the chief thing 
needed to bring about the millennium is to 


a, 


Many enthusiastic young men believe it 
could be brought to. pass instanter if 
methods of produring and . distributing 
wealth were revolutionized by legislative 
enactment. 

Whether or not the dishonest and im- 
practical “reformer” recognizes the 
impracticability of his schemes, his true 
objects always are the gaining of notort- , 
ety and the furtherance of his own polit- 
ical or material interests. To achieve his 
selfish ends he does not hesitate to adyo- 
eate the wildest and most dangerous 
measures, recking nothing what the ef- 
fects of his demagogy may be for his 
deluded followers and his country. The 
loud clacking of such bogus reformers 
may be heard now in every part of the 
land. They forcibly recall the late Ros- 
coe Conkling’s cynical remark, quoted by 
Prof. Matthews, that “when Dr. John- 
son said that patriotism was the last 
refuge of a scoundrel he did not foresee 
the infinite possibilities of the word ‘ re- 
form.’ ”’ 

Honest, sagacious, and progressive men 
of affairs and statesmen are apt to repn- 
diate the title “ reformer,” yet, after all, 
they are the truest reformers, for, as 
Prof. Matthews says, their practica) tal- 
ents must always be relied upon to get 
reforms accomplished. Recognizing the 
fact that gociety is an organism, and that 
true improvement in social and political 
conditions is a matter of evolution, not 
of revolution, they look askance upon pro- 
posals for violent and sudden readjust- 
ments, but when the situation grows ripe 
for great changes they are first to recog- 
nise the fact, and it is they who render 
possible the adoption of the needed meas- 
ures with the minimum of friction. It 
was not Garrison, the abolitionist, but 
Lincoln, the statesman, who emancipated 
And the reforms which are 
now being made necessary by the concen- 
tration of the power wealth places in a 
few hands will be accomplished not by 
visionary socialistic cranks and self-seek- 
ing demagogues but by sagacious, con- 
seryative statesmen capable of seeing at 
once the menace of predatory capital and 


ual initiative and enterprise. 

The American people have Sepauhany 
demonstrated their ability to discriminate 
in the long run between the mere agitator 
and reformers capable and nnselfishly de- 
sirous of achieving beneficial results. 
There seems no reason to apprehend they 
will become less discerning in future.

STRANGE SUICIDES. 

The woman who put so small an esti- 
mate upon the value of her life as to 
commit suicide a few days ago because 
whe could not secure a servant girl is by 
no means an isolated type. One who 
pays any attention at all to the reports 
of the cases of self-destruction scon dis- 
covers that suicide is likely to be attempt- 
ed for the most trivial reasons. Some of 
the cages are easily explainable on the the- 
ory‘ of insanity. Possibly all .instances 
should be accounted for in that way, for 
it is hardly conceivable that any one in 
normal mental condition would deliberate- 
ly end § life. : 

The little girl of 12 years who was 
“tired of life”. illustrates the peculiari- 
ties of suicide. It is bard to imagine what 
reason for self-destruction could bave af- 
fected a child of such age. An old 
man or woman, worn out by the burden 
of years, sick and helpless, mighi think 
it a kindness to relatives and friends to 
\put themselves out of the way. But the 
instance of the little girl indicates. that 
it is impossible to make rules for suicide. 
The most unlikely reasons are Hable to 
appear for self-destraction. 

An article describing od@ reasons for 
suicide mentions a man in Pottsville, Pa., 
who cut his throat because his wife did 
not furnish him with onions for dinner. 
A farmer in Maine bought a new harrow, 
and when it did not work to bis satisfac- 
tion he picked it up and ran to a brook 
near by. With the weight upon his 
shoulders, it was easy for him to drown 
when he jumped in, A pretty blonde in 
a Pennsylvania town killed herself be- 
cause her sweetheart did not call on 
her at the time appointed. A Los Angeles 
girl shot herself because she gained too 
much weight to suit her. A Pennsy!-

cisco earthquake, suicide of a daughter, 
loss of fortune and ridicule, tauhts of com- 
panions, regret at having married, inability 
to quit drinking, fear of carbniicles, fear of 
hydrophobia, losses at gambling, discon- 
tent: because hair was turning gray. 
Three cases were explained because the 
victims were out of work, one because) no 
work could be obtained, and one because 
a boy of 14 Was tired of work.

During the last week 
or ten days (in September) reports of typhoid fever 
have come to the Chicago health department with 
increasing frequency, until Dr. Heman Spalding 
has been compelled to admit that the conditions 
are even worse than in 1803; when nena died of 
the disease.

Mayor 
Dunne declared last night that the adminis- 
tration is bending its energies towards the 
passege of such a méasure and that he had 
nothing else ready for the aldermen. 
"7 am especially interested just now,” 
said he, “in securing a flat water rate for 
all consumers. I have brought this matter 
before the council three times by special 
message and I am going to try tostir up the 
Water committee, which has it in charge. 

“There are thirty-cne consumers who get 
their water at a rate of from 4 to 8 cents— 
principally packers and railroads. Theré are 
5,500 who have to pay the 10 cent rate. J 
believe all should pay the same. There is no 
reason why there should be.any distinction. 
Water should be sold the same as gasi 

“Ald. Cullerton of. the water committee 
has introduced an amendment providing for 
a 7 cent flat rate and a reduction of frontage 
rates. I wouldn't say so myself, but many 
persons regard this as simply an obstructing 
amendment, designed for no other purpose. 
If we can get frontage rates reduced, I am 
in favor of it, but- we have pretty cheap 
frontage rates now. My idea isto havea wa- 
ter meter for every consumer and to make the 
price as low as possib

Wisdom of Judges Questioned. 

**It seems strange and like a wanton per- 
version of justice that so many attempts by 
women to secure legislation as to hours, pro- 
tection from machinery, and other working 
conditions, have been defeated by the courts 
on the grounds that-.such laws would interfere 
with the individual woman's right to dictate 
the terms of her employment. What equal- 
ity Is there between her and the factory man- 
ager? The law will step in to safeguard 
property rights. Why can’t the law interfere 
to safeguard a woman's health? It is all the 
capital she has. 

‘Some day, I hope, the judges will: turn 
to the preamble of the constitution and read 
there the authority given the government to 
‘promote the general welfare.’ That is just 
as vital a part of. the constitution as any 
other. When that day comes working women 
will secure protection from conditions now 
largely beyond their controil.”’ 


Thinks Law Is Inconsistent. 


“It seems to me mighty curious,’’ said 
another speaker, ‘“‘that the law prohibits 
* freedom of contract,’ when it comes to lend- 


j ing money at 7 per cent interest, or selling 


spoiled meat acroes the state line, or selling 


liquor to a minor, but ft ‘will not step in to 


save a woman from selling her labor for six- 
teen hours a day.” 

“TIT heard of a girl who tried to improve 
the: conditions in a big: mail order house,”’ 
said Mies.

The division of the forces of the rqgilroad 
switchmen into three camps makes it ex- 
tremely improbable that there will be any 
strike on Oct. 
became evident 
Master P. H. Morrissey of the Brotherhood 
of Railway. Trainmen arrived in Chicago 
with seme discouraging reports. 

He pointed out that only about 30 per cent 
of the switchmen of the country would re- 
spond to a strike order issued by the switch- 


men's union, and that, therefore, the mover 


ment would be doomed to failure. 

“Of the 48,000 men engaged in switching, 
our brotherhood controls 23.800," said Mr. 
Morrissey, “‘ which would leave, allowing 
for the unorganized men, @ minority who 
may be depended on togo out. 

Mr. Morrissey added that he took little 
stock in the rumors being circulated to the 
effect that a great tieup of railroad business 
was in prospect. 

‘“ Movements such as this one must be con- 
ducted slowly and conservatively,” he said. 
“Por some time the brotherhood of train- 
men has been preparing to make an appeal 
for higher wages and an eight hour day for 
its switchmen members. Our plan of ac- 
tion fs fully formulated, but we.are not going 
to rush into-trouble.”’ 


Other Union Not Surprised. 

The rival movernent against the railroads 
caused ho surprise among the officials of the 
switchmen's unton who now are in Chicago. 
It was hoped, however, according to these 
leaders, that the trainmen wotld join in a 
strike movement immediately and forget the 
differences between the two organizations 
which have existed for years. 

One switchman official asserted his belief 
still that all the men will go out if orders 
are issued by either of the unions.

JOBBERS REPORT REPORT BIG TRADE. 


Bxpansion Soe to Be Limited Only by 
the Seriously Taxed Ability of 
Roads to maae Freight. 


‘ The expansion ites the wholesale and job- 
bing trade from present unpreceden nted pro- 
portions seems to be limited solely by the 
ability of the railroads of the country to 
furnish transportation facilities. ‘Every road 
entering Chicago is short of equipment now, 
and with the approach of winter traffic offi- 
cilals are fearful that the already acute car 
shortage will become much more serious. 

Grain dealers are handi both on the 
western and eastern lines. . t business 
via the seaboard has been sarthtied ewtne to” 
the uncertainty of being able to gét the 
grain thtough from Buffalo in time to fill 
ocean freight engagements. The domestic 
movement of all grains has been retarded 
in all sections. 

For seasonable merchandise the éemand 
the last week was accentuated by the colder 
weather, the enormous retail trade making 
additional calls upon the distributers. Deal- 
ers in wearing apparel have had an excep- 
tionally busy week, the volume of business 
breaking all records. 

The coal market was stronger during the 
week, the inquiry increasing with the cold 
weather. Boots and shoes, rubber goods, 
furniture, and wholesale groceries were in 
excellent demand. 

In the fron trade another buying move- 
ment set In last week, causing a more active 
market than for several weeks. Sellers of 
southern pig iron were especially active. A 
larger proportion of buyers than had been 
supposed had bought Httle for delivery after 
the first of the year, and many who had 
cnly bought conservatively for the first quar- 
ter of next year have taken additional ton- 
nage for that period, coupled with heavy 
purchases for the second quarter. Advances 
were established in Nght rails, plates, and 
pig iron. The copper market was also active 

ad higher. 

Local Bank Share Market. 

The local hank share market continues to 
be steady. fhe fact that prices do not rise 
indicates how much sentiment toward bank 
stocks has been changed by the events of 
the last year. A few years ago had Chicago” 
banks shown the earnings they now do there 
would have been a booming market.
